It took me awhile to ‘get a round toit', but here's what I saw on my R-174 
dial: 

Band 1, 1.5 - 2.7mc required 14 revolutions lock to lock, for a ratio of 
8.5kc/rev 

(1.8 - 2mc, 2.25 rev) 

Band 2, 2.7 - 5mc, 15 rev, or 153kc per (3.5 - 4mc, 3 rev) 

Band 3, 5 - 9.5mc, 15.25 rev, or 295kc/rev (7 -7.3, 1 rev) 

Band 4, 9.5 - 18mc, 15.25 rev, or 557kc/rev (10.1 - 10.15, 9/10 rev; 14 - 
14.35, 5/8 rev) 


If my calculations are anywhere near right, it appears the R-174 was 
intended to give the best possible resolution in MF, with HF just thrown in 
FWIW. For a ‘gas' revr, this is not surprising; it's likely a ‘heads up' 
(heads down?!) would have been in the low-band anyway. And considering the 
i.f. b/w, staying on a particular signal would have been easy - as long as 
there wasn't any others too close to it. Thus, the R-174 i.f. b/w, 6.5ke at 
6db down, is just right for an AM rcvr with good fidelity 


When I had a GRC-109, I found that an audio filter would completely remove 
un-desired CW signals within just a few hundred cycles of the wanted one ... 
IOW, I don't see a problem here ... e

Had an interesting experience in Jamaica, on the beach, just got back... 


I travel lite, carried a Sony Walkman analog tuning AM/FM radio. Have 
never tried AM band rx from isolated ocean island before. 


Cuba does have a wonderful all-classical music station on about 600 kHz, 
weak but listenable. Could be from Cuba as it peaked NW. Could be the 600 
kHz/150 kW station or 590 kHz/150 kW. Reception was steady with no QSB. 


Also, close to 700 kHz (dial cal not perfect!), heard a strong station from 
due south of island (used built-in ferrite rod for DF; all Spanish, sorry, 
no MCW ID!) at high noon, at water's edge. After getting home, seems like 
it could be 700 kHz 120 kW from Columbia. 


It had SW-like fading characteristics, e.g. plenty of phase distortion but 
also sudden, abrupt changes in signal strength (not like the usual, 
gradual, fairly regular QSB on SW). No, this didn't sound like the 


co-channel interference of two slowly beating carriers. If this sig is 
propagating via vertical incidence reflection (which is I think the only 
non-groundwave mode available during high noon on these freq's), what's 
happening? I haven't thought about the multipath effects of this 
propagation mode. I don't think I've ever noticed this kind of thing on 
75m during the day in the US. 


No, not so happy to back from 85 deg day/75 deg nite, all sunshine to 2 
feet of blowing snow & 20 deg!

Good Evening, 


For Sale: RME-45 Communications Receiver and 
hard to find matching speaker. 


After much thought, I've decided that this is 
one project I will not get to in my lifetime. Too 
many competing interests and other radio projects. I 
want it to go to someone who has the time and interest 
to put in the time this very restorable radio needs. 
I am the second owner. I have not done any work on it. 


Generally, the RME-45 is in very good condition 
for a radio nearly 60 yrs old. Covers about 550 kcs 
to 33 mcs in 6 bands. 9 - 7 volt tubes in a single 
conversion design. 455kc IF. Xtal filter with 
phasing control and 5 positions of selectivity. BFO. 


Condition: All knobs are there except part of 
the mail tuning knob. The main tuning is described as 
a two speed design. There apparently was an inner 
smaller knob on top of the existing larger knob. 

There is a hole where it should go. I have never 
found the missing knob. The gray hammertone finish is 
in pretty good shape on the front panel. No dents or 
serious scratches. Wear ring around main tuning and 
lower part of dial bezel. All glass intact. Some 
light corrosion on heads of screws. Dirty inside top 
of chassis. Paint beginning to flake on top and sides. 


Paint is somewhat rougher on the matching 
speaker, especially on the top and sides. Grill and 
speaker cone in good shape. Some light rust on top. 


I powered it up this afternoon. Man, is it 
pretty with its large, lit up dial. Hung about a 20 
foot piece of wire around the garage, and was 
listening to local AM broadcast, WWV, and some SW 
broadcasts in the 60, 49 and 31 meter bands. Nice full 


audio. Controls need cleaning. I'm sure it will need 
the typical capacitor replacement and alignment work 
for a receiver of its age. It does seem to have 
inadequate AVC action on large signals. I was 
surprised that there isn't any sign of hum from old 
power supply caps. Heard signals up through band 
5..didn't spend a lot of time looking around on band 6 
though. 


Price: $200.00 fixm 


Shipping: I don't want to. Its heavy, and 
I'm nervous about trying to pack an old tube radio to 
withstand a shippers antics. I will deliver to 
Livermore or Foothill swapmeets on their regular 
dates. I will also go as far east as Reno, and 
equivalent distances to the north and south. Other 
arrangements for the right price. I will not 
rule out shipping, but it will not be cheap and at the 
buyer's expense.
